W rig h t carry ing the ball over the

line. 
Kennedy failed to kick goal. 
Score, 5 to o. ’ 
Kemper then kicked off to Seda­ 
lia, and gaining possession of the 
ball, carried it almost to Sedalia’s 
goal; but the “ Students” secured 
the ball on downs, and W right, by 
a long end run, gained 15 y ards, 
thus preventing the Kem per boy s 
from scoring. Time was called be- 
^ 
fore either side scored again.

In the second half Kem per kicked 
off, out of bounds, and the ball be­ 
ing brought back, it was kicked 
nearly to Sedalia’s goal. 
R ight H alf Back O ’Connell se- 
Í 
cured the ball and, in the scrim­ 
mage that followed, had his right 
thumb broken, compelliog him to 
* leave the game. 
His place was 
taken by McNeil, who had been 
play ing tackle, while Tittsw orth 
filled the latter position. 
The Sedalia boy s then gained 
tw enty y ards by the K em per’s 
fumble, and immediately afterward 
Sedalia’s star half back, W right, 
on a backward pass from Anamosa,

made the second touchdown, M c­ 
Neil kicking goal. 
Score, 11 to o. 
The ball was nex t kicked off to 
Sedalia, and, M cNeil catching it, 
made an ex tremely pretty run for 
35 y ards, 
knocking the Kemper 
team right and left in his swift 
course. 
The home team carried the ball

when time was called.

Jeffries is still the 
champ ion heav y -weight p ugilist of 
the world. 
H e defeated Thomas 
J . Sharkey in the arena of the 
Coney Island Sp orting club Friday 
night, after one of the greatest 
ring battles ev er witnessed in this 
country . 
Jeffries did not succeed in knock­ 
ing the sailorman out. 
No man 
has ev er accomp lished that feat. 
But he outp ointed him to the com­ 
p lete satisfaction of the sp ectators 
and the referee. 
It was a terrific 
battle, in which both men suffered 
frightful p unishment. 
But they 
stood up under it with the game- 
ncfes of bulldogs, and such trifles 
as sp lit ears, sev ered 
oses and the 
' like could nat stop th^ u. 
In 
the 
twenty -fourth 
round 
Sharkey was nearly ou 
but a 
m inute’s rest refreshed him, and 
he went the limit of twenty -fiv e 
rounds with the champ ion with a 
doggedness that ex cited admira­ 
tion. 
Then George Siler, the referee, 
announced that Jeffries had won 
on p oints. 
The decision was p op ­ 
ular and the referee was cheered. 
In 
his dressing room, 
imme­ 
diately after the battle, Sharkey 
p resented a most p itiful ap p ear­ 
ance. 
He was cry ing, and his face 
bore many marks of p unishment. 
His left ey e, which had been a 
v ulnerable p oint during the latter 
half of the fight, was closed and 
swollen to the size of an egg. 
His 
left ear had also suffered. 
Tw o 
ribs on his left side were broken, 
and he was ly ing on a couch suf­ 
fering great p ain. 
His defeat, though, seemed to 
bother Sharkey more than his in­ 
juries. 
H e talked constantly of 
the unfairness of Siler’s decision, 
and declared that he was honestly 
entitled to the w inner’s share of 
the stakes. 
He ex p ressed the be­ 
lief that he could beat Jeffries, and 
asserted that all unp rejudiced p er­ 
sons who had seen the battle would 
adm it that the worst he should 
hav e had was a draw. 
Doctor Cramer, the club’s p hy ­ 
sician, attended Sharkey after the 
battle and said that with the p hy si­ 
cal p ain that Sharkey must hav e 
suffered he gav e a wonderful ex hi­ 
bition of p luck. 
It was fully half 
an hour before he was able to dress 
and leav e the club house. 
He was 
v ery weak and could hardly walk. 
Jeffries also knew after the en­ 
gagement that he had been in a 
p rize fight. 
Sharkey rap p ed him 
hard and often ov er the kidney s 
and in other weak p laces, and in a 
p articular v iscious round sp lit the 
cham p ion’s nose with a straight 
right. 
Nev ertheless Jeffries finished in 
comp a ativ ely good condition. 
H e was as merry as a schoolboy 
ov er his v ictory , and said that if 
it had not been for the op p ressiv e 
heat caused by the lights, and the 
fact that his arm gav e him a lot of 
p ain in the sev enth 
round, he 
would hav e knocked Sailor S hark­ 
ey out. 
Asked about his p lans for the 
future, or if he would fight Shar­ 
key again, he said he didn’t k n o w ; 
it was too early to talk about it just 
now. 
“ In v iew of the fact,” said J e f­ 
fries, “ that I hav e already beaten 
Sharkey twice, I don’t see why I 
should meet him again. 
I certain­ 
ly clearly demonstrated my sup eri­ 
ority ov er the sailor, and I think 
that he is mighty lucky to hav e es­ 
cap ed a knockout.”
